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Almost every evening during the period from 1 through 15 Kay, searchlights 

were in operation at the field, although no flights were made. Two trucks 

with mounted searchlights moved on the sand hills at the eug® of the field 

for these practices. One of the searchlights was rotating and very bright. 

The field was supplied with about 1,200 kg of bread daily which inal *s.tes 
that about 1,500 men had to be served, the daily ration being 800 gram# 
per man. According to a craftsman employed at the field, a navigation 
school was stationed there. 
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Comment. According to available information, an air technical school 
of thcTlVenty-Fourth Air Army is stationed at Strausberg airfield. t The 
reported occupation of the field by 2,000 to 1,500 men appears very high, 
may, however, indicate that, in addition to training courses on engines, 
other courses are co nducted at the field. Therefore, informant's statement 
is possibly correct, 
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
